Judg^g him wholly by 
those emanations from his pen wMdi have fallen 
ander our eye, we shoald say that, without either 
genius or culture of a rare order, he possessed a 
warm and luxuriant fancy, a pure if not severe 
taste, and a quite unlimited command of rich and 
elegant language, llis poetic sense was evidently 
large and susceptible, though not always true, and 
his sympathy uitli the beautiful k hnaiaB chancter 
especially was most deep and paseioaate. He, bow- 
ever, possessed little or no creative power, and only 
a moderate degree of literary tkHl. His luppiest 
efforts nsoally suggested the idea of havmg been 
made after contact with some superior nature either 
in books or life, aad befim the first fiery glow of 
sympathy bad kded ftom his qiirit. They seemed 
the eaaanatioBS of a sort of iatellectnal galvanism 
rather than of legitimate inspiration. Still his pro- 
ductions wan for the most part fall of no common 
charm. Hk poetry, upon dw whole, was, k our 
opinkn, much mora perkct than hk pnn, and oc- 
casionally wa« really exquiaito. 

We suppose that of course an early tribute will 
be {Kiid by his fHeada to his character and literary 
srhierwaeati, whm ihal happQy know BMtre of 
both.

his way, w ith plenty to eat, drink, &c., and con- 
cludes "with a request to his father that he shall tell 
certain other slaves (naming them) to come on, 
which slaves did leave shortly afterward and have 
reached Canada.

On Thursday last, the IGth inst., the inhabitants 

of St. Ann's i$ay were thrown into a state of con- 
siderable exciii nient by the arrival of a schooner — 
evidentlv American — townd into i oi t by II. M. brig 
"Arab.'^ It was soon aseert;iineu that the schooner 
iftA a slaver, and that she liad on board • large 
number of captives. It appears that the captain of 
the "-\rab" had received inform ttion that a Iwrqiie ' 
aiiil schooner Were '-xi'e. ttd 'u t'tiiia irom the eotst i 
of Africa, each witii a car^o of slave:-. A stiict ; 
watch was, therefore, kept, and on -Monday, tlie Lkh \ 
inst., a suspicious-looking craft was r,een, with a lull i 
press of tiiiil, making the lle^t of her way to her i 
destined port. She was closely pursued, and the 
captain, finding that there was no possibility of es- 
fn ni the "Aiab," deserted her, taking with 
him i.i a -liallo]. his crew, money, chronometer, imd 
other useful articles. 

The commander of the Arab dbpatched his gnn- 
botit with 15 men, under the command of his 1st 
Lieutenant, with orders for the capture of the shal- 
lop. The cha'^e continued for iie.-i! ly three liaurs — 
and a shot h.iviug destroyed the rudder of 
the shallop, the Captain, who w as owner of the sla- 
ver, surrendered. Two of hi-^ principal slaves and 
an interpreter, were t:;k'. ii from the sh.illop, and the 
cri'W Were left in to make the l est of their way to 
Cuba. The 1st Lieutcntint then boarded the schoon- 
er, and fotnid h-r iill' d \. iiii Voun:; .'M'ricans. males ! 
and females, to the uunii 'T of o7;l. no less than 
having fallen victims to the horrors of the middle 
passage during a voyage of 59 days. The poor ca))- 
tives werein a wretched condition — all of them were 
naked — ami the greater part seemed to have been 
half starved. They were packed dooely togetbor 
awd covered with dirt and vermin. 

On tlu arrival of the schooner In St. Ann's Bay, 
several gentlemen went on boa;d, and tbeir sympa- 
thies were exciteil at the misery they v. itiie-M-.l. 
Messrs. l!ra\() Bro. sugge.'ted niei>ure-^ wliicli 
were adopted, aiid with their u.Mial liberality or- 
dered a steer to lie killed and sonp juvpared for the 
sutferers; other gentie.nen furnished ,;;round provi- 
sions, bread, &c.; and, w hile the food was lieiug 
prepared, the whole of the human cargo was brought 
{ upon deck, washed, and htd blankets given to 
theinimtil clothing could be procured. Thirty of 
' tlieiu were in a dying state, but the most humane 
> attentiou was paid to them, and, up to the time 
I when our iiifornumt left St. Ann's Btiy, thc^j were 
I all alive and expected to do well. The Hun. Chas.

j time a desp itch to his l'l\cellei;cy the Li'.-iiCeiiaiit 
1 Governor, acquainting him with all the circitm- 
j stances connected with ttie c.ipture, and requesting

; ed over to proprietors of estates who were anxious to 
I procure their .-ervices. 

] The captain of the schooner refused to give his 
! iiami , or the name of the vessel, but stated that be 
woulii be a loser of 5f30,000 — a los« which did not 
cause him much concern, as he had made other and 
successful trips. A great deal of information, how- 
ever, has been obtained from the interpreter, who 
mentioned that .several ves.-els were left o.i the Afri- 
can coast — ihtit they weretolia\e .ailed -. .jii with 
i full cargoes — that upon an average two vessels ile- 
I parted weekly, each with 500 to 700 slaves on board 
I —that the trade was rajii.lly increasing — and that 
I the slaves on being I.inded in (.'uba were worth from 
j ^'jOO to $'7i)0each. Wi'h regard to tho'^e that were 
■ captured in the schooticr, there was but one day's 
I sujiply of provisions on the day of capture, and so 
'-. limited was the quantity of food doled out to tham 
during the passage, that when they saw the toup, 
bread, yam, &c., which were sent on board by the 
gentlemen of St. Ann's, they made a rush to get at 
them, and it was found nece».:ry to exercise a rigid 
dincipUue in order thi>t th-; numbers that were the 
moat ei^tebled should lie the hnit supplied. 

The aktve schooner haa kw» decks, and between 
them the captives were packed in such a manner 
tiiat they had scarc-dy room to move. During each 
day of the voyage they SiU in a painful jw-sture, eigh- 
teen inches only bein.i; allowed for each to turn iu, 
and in a deck room of thirty feet in length 300 hu- 
man beings were stowed away, and brought tip in 
platoons once every day to get a small {.ortion of 
fre>li air. The schooner draws but si.\ fi et of water, 
is of great breadth and llat-bottomed, and was thu.i 
built to enable her, in case of pursuit, to run into a 
port where there was not much depth of water. — 
The interpreter states that when slave-trading cap- 
tains cannot esci^ie eruiaera thej make their way to 
a particular point of land on the Cuban coast — run 
the vessels ashore — and leave the slaves to perish. 
Tlie III. ice alluded to is surrounded with r'x.k-. — ii.nie I 
but nat-bottomed boats can get in — and the whole of
